When reports

there might be more than 300 
wanting the vaccine Dr. Harrison 
F. Harbach, chairman of the 
medical society's polio vaccine 
committee, sought to arrange for 
additional supplies to be on hand 
Thursday so no one would be 
turned away. Because it was not 
immediately known that any ad- 
ditional vaccine could be secured 
no public announcement was made 
that there would be more than 
the 300 doses available. 
34,700 GOT VACCINE 


When Thursday afternoon ar- 


rived the committee was doubly 
grateful that the effort to secure 
additional vaccine had been suc- 
cessful. 


With the clinic to open at 4, 


people started arriving at 3 in 
order to be sure to get the drops.

of Beirutn and Marwan Khartabil, 
also died. 


Bustani was a member of Leb- 


anon's Parliament, head of the 
largest 
industrial enterprise in 


this part of the world, and a prom- 
inent Arab spokesman for cooper- 
ation between Arab nations and 
the West. He was flying to Jordan 
foi an audience with King Hus- 
sein when his plane plunged into 
the sea.

John Ogilvie, 
and two Lebanese, Dr. Nirnr Tou- 
kan of the American University 
of Beirutn and Mar w an Khartabil, 
also died.

enterprise

this part of the world, and a prom­ 
inent Arab spokesman for cooper­ 
ation between .Arab nations and 
the West. He was flying to Jordan 
foi an audience with King Hus 
sein when his plane plunged into 
the sea.

Tt m ay explain to some degree 
why. in a bunt for recognition and 
Identity, he asserted himself so 
belligerently the rest of his life, 
even when it meant making m or­ 
tal enemies in his own England. 
But he was also a rom antic and 
rem ained one. It was no wonder 
when he was nine and his father 
gave him Stevenson’s "T reasure 
Island" to read he "devoured it 
with delight." 


He wasn't the only one who 
thought Churchill stupid, He was 
at the bottom of his class in 
school. He couldn’t learn Ijatin, 
Greek or mathematics. He could 
learn only what interested him, 
he said, and they didn’t 
Even when he got out of military 
school he had to go into the caval- 
and elderly lady 
named Mrs. Ev-lyy because his marks weren’t 
ereat. was his “dearest 
and most!good enough for the infantry. For 
intimate friend'' during the years 
of his growing up.

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Loneliness Helped Mold 


Churchill's Dedication 
To England And Freedom

WASHINGTON (AP>—Sir Win- 


ston Churchill, aggressive and so 
self-confident he can compose a 
book by dictating it, had a lonely 
life while growing up. Perhaps it 
was this loneliness that shaped 
and strengthened him. 


It may explain to some degree 


why, 
in a hunt for recognition and 


identity, he asserted himself so 
belligerently the rest of his life, 
even when it meant making mor- 
tal enemies in his own England. 


But he was afeo-a romantic and 


remained one. It was no wonder 
when he was nine and his father 
gave him Stevenson's "Treasure 
Island" to read he "devoured it 
with delight." 


E\er since he has bn a kind 


of young Jim Hawkins fighting for 
th treasure against the Long 
John Silvers of the world. The vil- 
lains varied but the treasure nev- 
er did. It was always the good of 
England, as he saw it. 
LIVED IN SCHOOLS 


His parents, Lord 
Randolph 


Churchill and his mother, Jennie 
Jerome of New York, shipped him 
off to boarding school when he 
was seven. He stayed in schools, 
one after another, until he went 
into the cavalry at 21. 


HeJiimself says his nurse, a fat 


and elderly lady named Mrs. Ev- 
erest, was his "dearest and most 
intimate friend" during the years 
of his growing up. He stayed with 
her when she was dying. His fa- 
ther he worshipped but hardly 
knew. 


Churchill was«21 when his fa- 


ther died. In those 21 years Lord 
Randolph, a self-centered man 
and a failure in British politics, 
had perhaps not as many as six 
extended conversations with his 
son, not as much as one weekend 
of talking. 


And Churchill didn't get to know 


his mother well until after his fa- 
ther's death. But a turning point 
came in his life one day when he 
was 12, playing with his 1,500 lead 
soldiers on a big table in his 
room. 
FATHER SUGGESTS ARMY 


For 
20 minutes his 
father | 


watched with a smile and, still 
smiling, suggested he go into the 
army when he grew up. Churchil 
did. He thought at the time his 
father had visions of military 
splendor for him. 


Later, from some one else 


Churchill learned his father's rea 
reason for suggesting the army 
Lord Randolph thought his son 
was too stupid to be a lawyer anc 
even wondered if he could make 


way in England at all.

In 
addition, he had those two price- 
less commodities of genius: A 
prodigious memory and unbeliev- 
able energy. 


When he was the lowest boy in 


the lowest class at Harrow he won 
a prize open to the whole school 
by reciting 1,200 lines of Macau- 
lay's Lays of Ancient Rome with- 
out, 
as he says, "making a single 


mistake." 


The energy persisted into his 


old age. While President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt died at 63, worn out. 
Churchill didn't become Britain's 
prime minister and war leader un- 
til he was 65. He set a blinding 
pace for five years and then, at 
76, became prime minister again. 


From being the low boy in 


school he went on to write more 
than 30 books, including histories 
of both world wars, win a Nobel 
Prize for literature, and become 
both the greatest orator of the 
century and one of the great fig- 
ures of history. 
LONG STRUGGLE 


But it was a long struggle, dis- 


heartening for long stretches, 
which seemed to reveal the scars 
of loneliness. 
•He wasn't popular in school, in 
society, or in the army because 
he was too brash, 
often too 


hassy, too free with advice and 
criticism. In the army he an- 
noyed the general and was called 
a "medal-hunter" and "self-ad- 
vertiser."

Delinquency Rate Drops 
W ith Use O f Psychiatry

DAYTON 
BLAIR 
TOPEKA, Ran IAP) - As re­ 
cently as 194#. 4# per cent of all 
boys released from the Kansas 
Boys Industrial School here even­ 
tually returned — in trouble. 
Today the rate is 8 per cent. 
While the rate has averaged 
around 8 per cent for five years, 
the national average remains at 
.10 to 40 per cent. 
How can a school produce such 
a marked degree of success rn 
contrast with the national trend? 
Part of the answer undoubtedly 
lies in the psychiatric treatment 
available here. Topeka is the 
home of the famed Menninger 
Clinic and help from Rs staff 
members and trainees is avail­ 
able. 
A Kansas financial program 
for the school that is among the 
top IO of the country is another 
part of the answer. 
And you also feel that the fa­ 
therly and calm attitude of Jack 
C. Pulliam. 51-year-old superin­ 
tendent. Is part of the answer 
"We try to get away from the 
angry feeling here." he says puff­ 
ing easily on a pipe. 
WALK AROUND UNATTENDED 
Watching boys walk from build­ 
ing to building on the "campus" 
— unattended — or flipping a foot­ 
ball back and forth, makes BIS 
look more like a prep school than 
a place of confinement. Another 
group whoops and yells as they 
work out under a coach in the 
school gymnasium. 
"We have a psychiatrically ori­ 
ented treatment program for the 
boys," Pulliam explained "There 
is a full-time psychiatrist and 
funds for a second one We have 
three clinical psychologists." 
By comparison man\ state in­ 
dustrial homes have only a part­ 
time psychiatrist from an adjoin­ 
ing city who comes out on spec­ 
ified days to see the boys. 
Pulliam had a budget last year 
of $11.50 per boy per day. among 
the top IO kl the nation. 
The school also has a high ra­ 
tio of staff members for the boys: 
127 employes for about 185 youths. 
PREVENTING CRIMINALS 
"Our goal is to keep these kids 
from becoming professional crim­ 
inals," Pulliam says. "We’re not 
trying to turn out upper-social- 
level men We know they can’t 
a1] reach that. 
“But if they can be happy at 
manual work. let them.” 
Boys are sent to BIS only if 
they get in trouble before they 
are 16. They are committed for 
indefinite periods and when the 
staff feels they have made suf­ 
ficient progress they can be re­ 
leased. However, they can be kept 
until they are 21 years old. Often 
they are kept extra time because 
“they don't have a home we can 
send them to; they just aren’t 
wanted,” Pulliam explained. 
The average stay is 13 to 14 
months. 
TWO KINDS OF TRAINING 
While a boy is at BIS. he can 
get either academic or vocational 


training He is encouraged to take 
academic classes but some either 
rebel or aren't capable of it. If 
he goes into shop work there is 
welding, printing, a body shop and 
a laundry. 
In the early 1940s die school 
operated on a military* basis. Boys 
wore uniforms, living units were 
called 
“companies" 
and 
staff 
members 
"officers." 
Intensive 
calisthenic drills before breakfast 
were followed by marching to 
school, 
meals, 
church, 
movies 
and wxirk details. 
Punishment ranged from a strap 
used by the superintendent to 
commitment in an underground 
room. A whipping post, which 
stood near the school's present 
gym, was an extreme method of 
curbing disobedience 
When the late Lawrence H 
Gardner became superintendent 
in 1944. he started a new philos­ 
ophy He consulted Dr. Karl Men­ 
ninger, the psychiatrist, on de­ 
velopment of a treatment pro­ 
gram The Menninger Foundation 
cooperated and assigned a staff 
doctor to the school as consultant 
Pulliam, who was named to 
head the institution seven years 
ago, has continued and expanded 
the system. 
MORE MAKE ADJUSTMENT 
“This is the program we are 
continuing to develop and refine." 
he said. ’’The sharp decrease in 
the number of boys who are re­ 
turned to the school for further 
offenses and the higher percent­ 
age of boys making satisfactory’ 
adjustments outside the school 
indicate the present program is 
much more effective.” 
Each centage where the boys 
live has adequate, comfortable 
furniture. Study desks are sup­ 
plied for each boy and a lounge 
room is equipped with television 
and games such as ping-pong 
There are library' facilities avail­ 
able. 
Hobbies are encouraged with 
model cars the most popular. 
Each boy bas at least one meet­ 
ing weekly with his cottage com­ 
mittee composed of a psychiatrist 
or clinical psychologist, his so­ 
cial worker and head cottage par­ 
ent. He can talk with his cottage 
parents as often as he wishes, 
can discuss special educational 
problems with his teachers and 
can discuss his religious feelings 
with the chaplain or a student 
chaplain. More than half of the 
boys are in group psycho-therapy. 
Cottage parents as well as many 
teachers live on the campus. 
REWARDS, PUNISHMENTS 
Rewards are available for the 
boy who stays out of trouble. He 
can receive passes to visit his 
family and his relatives can see 
him at the school. Trips ane ar­ 
ranged "whenever we can talk 
some one out of tickets” to ac­ 
tivities in Topeka or nearby Law­ 
rence. Manhattan. Emporia and 
Kansas City’, 
But despite the effort to make 
the school pleasant, officials can 
be tough.

The role of the parent af a 
child's party is that of "a leader 
who isn’t too prominent," says 
Miss Drier.

But she must stress to her 
child that it is bis or her party, 
not mother’s, and give her child 
the responsibility of being a good 
host or hostess.

Personal c o m e d y succeeds 
only if the listeners can quickly

pooned. F o r example: J a c k 
Benny has established his stingi­ 
ness so completely that his slight­ 
est comment on money produces 
automatic laughter. 
This is why the Kennedys are 
irresistible targets. There are so 
many of them, tliey are in the 
news so much, tliey have so 
many habits. 
They have their own football 
team. They have an endless sup­

of 
relatives. 
They 
have 
Caroline. They have baby John. 
They’ have dogs and horses. 
Brother Robert has a swim­ 
ming pool into which guests al­ 
legedly fall. Mrs, Kennedy likes

President Kennedy has an accent

plead for imitation and comment.

It appeared that stronger emo- 


tion, whether of happiness, ex- 
citement, 
anger, 
or 
affection, 


showed up in increased activity. 
This results in more accidents. 


A repeated tendency was noted 


among some children of both 
sexes. These children had a great- 
er proportion of both accidents 
and near - accidents. Their rec-

KANSAS CIT\’ (AP> - Pianist 
and composer Glenn Gould pre­ 
dicts the end of public concerts 
"This is « wild theory.’* said 
Gould. "I’ve found almost no one 
else to sirree with me ” 
The .YVyear-okl native of To­ 
ronto, Ont., believes the demise 
of the public concert will come 
from what he calls the "do it 
yourself aspect of hearing music" 
—high fidelity and stereophonic 
records and tape machines. 
"It don't think this will be a 
bad thing," he continued. "The 
contributions

have 
made to music appreciation are 
so enormous. . . 
It was a recording that pro­ 
pelled Gould to fame early in 
196*. 
MADE DEBUT IN m s 
He had made his 
American 
concert debut in 1955 in Washing­ 
ton. were critic Paul Hume of the 
Washington Post • Times 
Herald 
said: "Glenn Gould is a pianist 
with rare gifts for the world . . . 
We know o* no pianist like him of 
any age." 
A short time later, after his 
New York debut, one critic wrote 
that "Carnegie Hall was trans­ 
formed into a place of worship." 
Gould signed a contract with 
Columbia Records and his first 
release, a recording of Bach's 
"Goldberg Variations." 
became 
one of the year’s best sellers. 
This complex work had been con­ 
sidered an unlikely stepping stone 
to popularity, even in the world 
of classical music. 
Gould perhaps is hastening the 
end of public concerts, at least 
his own. Currently he is on a re­ 
strained recital tour that calls 
for 30 performances. And he has 
announced that next season he 
will limit himself to six recitals. 
He says he wants to “find out 
how good a composer I can be­ 
come. 
'T m not enamored of the foot­ 
lights.

ANNUAL TOURS 
The annual tours steal time 
from his composing. 
"I don't work well under dis­ 
traction." he explains. "I waste 
hoir% and hours on tour.”

It was re­ 
corded for Columbia by the Sym- 
phonia String Quartet of Cleve­ 
land. 
Gould is a founder and director 
of the New Music Associates of 
Toronto,

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Flood Of Refugees Brings 
Economic Crisis In Miami 


MIAMI, Fla. CAP)—The flood of 


Cuban exiles has brought eco- 
nomic distress to this city of ref- 
uge and the only solution is a 
stepped-up resettlement program 
that will spread the load over 
other parts of ibe nation. 


This was the gist of testimony 


Thursday at a hearing called by 
Florida congressmen Dante Fas- 
cell and Claude Pepper to deter- 
mine just how serious the prob- 
lem has become and how it can 
be corrected. 
FEAR SWEEPS COLONY 


A wave of fear swept through 


Miami's huge Cuban colony when 
the hearing was announced. 


"The refugees fear that we have 


entered into a policy of co-exis- 
tence with Castro Cuba," said 
Wendell Rollason, director of the 
Inter-American Affairs Commis- 
sion, a private organization con- 
cerned with problems of the 
exiles. 


Fascell and Pepper asked each 


Cuban witness to assure his peo- 
ple that the United States govern- 
ment is dedicated to the overthrow 
of Castro and the return of free- 
dom to Cuba. 


He asked that the Cubans be 


told also that the hearing did not 
grow out of any feeling of hostil- 
ity but "out of the need to help 
our own people who are in dis- 
tress." 


There was conflicting testimony 


over how many Cubans are in Mi- 
ami and how many have moved 
into jobs formerly held by Floridi- 
ans. 
CUBANS TAKE JOBS 


Labor leaders testified that the 


Cubans were forcing Americans 
out of jobs by accepting substan- 
dard wages, had worked as strike 
breakers, and had created "a sim- 
mering situation that could ex- 
plode at any time." 


Negro leaders pleaded for help, 


declaring that so many of their 
people had been thrown out of 
work that hunger was more wide- 
spread than it was during the 
great depression. 


"Many Negroes have lost their 


homes," said Neal Adams, oper- 
ator of a grocery store in one 
Negro district. "Negroes are cook- 
ing over outside fires because 
they can't pay fuel bills. Negro 
children are being taken out of 
school because they have no 
shoes. 
CRIME INCREASES 


"Robbenes are increasing, but 


these are "bread" robberies. Our 
people must eat. They come into 
my store every day begging for 
credit and for the scraps I throw 
in my garbage cans." 


Harry Tyson, director of the Mi- 


ami office of the Florida State 
Employment Serivice, estimated 
that Cubans have taken over 50.- 
000 jobs, mostly from Negroes and

Rollason said 22,000 Cubans are 


working, 8,000 in jobs created by 
Cuban capital brought into this 
country.
